“In the first phase of the great bat- 
tle,” the paper continues, “the Germans 
appear to have won ground all along 
the line save in the area held by the 
British, We were prepared for the 
ebb and flow of conflict but not for the 
fall of Namur. We have to face this 
situation with unshaken’ confidence. 
We have to remember that the battle 
is not yet over, the Germans have not 
yet burst their way through to France. 
We have to remember that this is only 
the first great encounter of a war 
| which plainly is destined to be a long 
fone. For the allies it is a phase, for the 
| Germans it is vital. They are dealing 
i their blows with tremendous vigor, but 
the issue in Belgium still hangs in the 
halance in spite of the events” at 
Nainur, 

“Whatever be the upshot, Great 
Britaln and her allies will face the out- 
look with dogged determination and 
continue the war until the spirit of 
Frussian militarism is rotted out of 
Europe. 

“Time fights on the side of the allies. 
With the Germans it is neck or noth- 
ing, but the French and English have 
everything to gain by waging a delay- 
ing war, While the issue remains un- 
ceriain we may still maintain the 
stoutest hope. Should it go against us 
we may remember that the all» hive 
no’, like Germany, staked all up-n_ heir 
first venture.

London, Aug. 25. (8:15)—A despatch 
fron: Ostend to the Evening News says 
there is fierce fighting between the Bel- 
pian Gendarmerie and the German 
cavalry in the outskirts of the city, 
Wounded are being brought in. 

London, Aug, 25, (8:46 p.m.)—The 
despatch adds that the encounter was 
between a detachment of German cav- 
alry men and 200 gendarmes, It ap- 
pears that the Germans early in the 
morning, while making their way from 
Snaerskerke to Ostend, came into con- 
tact with the guards in the vicinity of 
Leffinghae some three miles from Os- 
tend. 

After a fierce fight, the Germans 
were driven back with the loss of 
several men and an officer wounded, 
while the Gendarmes lost three killed 
and severai wounded, 

Declares U. S. Neutral 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 25—Presi- 
dent Wilson today issued a proclama- 
tlon declaring the United States neutral 
in the war between Germany and 
Japan, 
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Report from Berlin Says General Joffre’s Army Crushingly Defeated 
—Stated 10,000 French are Taken Prisoners, Many Guns, En- 
signs and Some Generals—Greater Part of Belgium-French 
Frontier in the Hands of the Kaiser’s Troops. 


Paris, Aug, 25.—(3:05 p.m.)—The following official an- 
nouncement was made public here today: 

“The German offensive movement in the north, 
Stopped yesterday, appears today to have been resumed. 

“The enemy, however, is being held back by a French army 
acting in conjunction with an English army and a Belgian army. 

“The armies of the allies surprised the enemy and drove back 
their advance detachment. The allies have gone beyond Maline, 

“The Belgian army came from Antwerp, 

“In Lorraine, after the counter attacks of yesterday, the right of 
the French forces withdrew today to the River Mortagne, which is a 
continuation of the Meurthe, from Luneville to Nancy. 

“In Alsace French troops repulsed a number of German attacks 
directed against Colmar, 

“The report of the recapture of Mulhausen by the Germans is 
without foundation, Moreover the theater of operations in Alsace 
is becoming of secondary importance.” 

Advance on Paris Probable. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 25.—A concentrated advance of all the 
German armies toward Paris is probable, the Semois river, Longwy 
and the greater part of the Belgian French frontier being in German 
hands, according to a wireless despatch to the German ambassy from 
its foreign office, received today via Sayville, Long Island. 

It says: The German troops facing the French troops de- 
feated them in a battle from August 17 to 21. | Numerous ensigns, 
more than 150 guns and 10,000 prisoners have been captured. Lune- 
ville has been taken and the army of General Joffre, broken up, is 
no more capable of cation, The German crown prince’s army has 
chased the French west of Longwy. The army of the Duke of \WWuer- 
temberg, marching through Belgium, has crossed the river Semois 
completely crushing the advancing French army. Numerous guns, 
ensigns and prisoners and several generals were captured, The Ger- 
man troops advancing west of the river Meuse toward Maubeure de- 
feated an English cavalry brigade. The river Semois, Longwy, and 
greater part of the Belgian French frontier are in German hands. A 
concentric advance of all the German army toward Paris is probable.” 

London, Aug, 25,—(3:10)—Premier Asquith announced in the 
house of commons this afternoon that Field Marshall Sir John French, 
commander of the British expeditionary force on the continent, esti- 
mates the English loss i nthe battle in south western Belgium at 2,000. 

Namur, the Belgian fortress has fallen into German hands, ac- 
cording to an announcement made by the — official press bureau in 
London. Details of the fighting around the fortress were not given 
but the English newspapers regard the fail as inexplicable. — Berlin 
despatches say five of the forts of Namur and the city itself have fallen 
and the capture of the remaining four forts is imminent. A reverse 
to the forces of the allies is generally admitted by the English and 
French newspapers which say: 

“Today’s news is decidedly bad" while plainly expressing dis- 
appointment at the failure of their forces, they declare retrograde 
movement toward the line of strong defensive works the frontier has 
been carried out in good order. 

Itis assumed that the allies are falling back on their first 
line of defensive works running from Maubeuge, in a southeasterly 
direction by way of Hirson, Mezieres, Montmedy, Verdun, St. Miple 
Tul and Epinal, all of which are strongly fortified, and are interspersed 
with smaller works such as Ayeville Genicourt, Troyon, Lesparoches, 
Lianville, Gironville and Jouy-Sous-les-Cotes. Behind these lies an- 
other strong line of fortifications from St. Quentin in the north 
through Loan and Reims to the great entrenched camp at Chalons, 

The English newspapers declare that both the English and Rus- 
sians are determined to fight to a finish, “whatever the outlook may 
be at present.”” They say the possession of Namur will be vital for 
Germany and that it “was a fine stroke for the Germans to have 
rushed the place under the eyes of the allied armies,” 

In other parts of Belgium fighting is still in Progress and a re- 
port from Ostend says 30,000 Germans have attacked Malines, 13 
miles from Antwerp. 

Charleroi has also been the scene of hot fighting this time be- 
tween the French and German troops and a fresh encounter is be- 
lieve to have begun there today. 

Twenty-tive thousand Germans have been surrounded between 
Courtrai and Anseghem, according to an Ostend despatch, to the 
London Daily Express. 

Brussels hase been left by the main body of German troops who 
have proceeded on their way to the front. 

Russian reports relate the advance of the Russian armies in 
eastern Prussia and the surprisingly rapid movement of the troops. 

Russian officials, however, caution against feeling too great 
elation over the preliminary successes, pointing-out that the German 
territory about the Vistula is Strongly fortified along the Russian 
forward march . 

Newspaper despatches assert that the Austrian fortified port of 
Caitaro, Dalmatia, has been destroyed by the allied fleets.

Fighting Since Friday. 

London, Aug. 25.—(7:50 p.m.)-—Beyond the bare statement 
made late yesterday afternoon that it was announced that Namur had 
fallen, the official war information bureau has issued nothing on the 
subject. It is not yet known definitely here whether the fall refers 
to the town or the forts, o rboth. 

A despatch to the London Express from Ostend says: 

“A great battle has been in progress in the province of Hainault, 
o nthe southern frontier of Belgium, since Friday evening. French 
and British troops have been engaged in desperate conflicts north of 
Charleroi and Fleurus with Germans who crossed the Meuse at Huy. 

“Saturday the French troops, which had spread from Lille, Methe 
German right, in East Flanders.” 

Are Attacking Malines. 

London, Aug. 25.—(4:45 a.m.)—A despatch to the Times from 
Ostend, sent today, says that 30,000 Germans are attacking Malines, 
a Belgian city 13 miles south east of Antwerp, Skirmishing is gen- 
eral in northwest Flanders. 

Will Need Explanation. 

London, Aug. 25.—(5:15 a.m,)—Commenting on the fall of 
Namur before the Germans, the Times says it is one of those inexpli- 
cable events which makes the war the gamble that it is. That Namur 
should have fallen in two days, will require a deal of explanation, the 
Times adds, 

May March On Paris. 

Commenting on the loss of the Belgian stronghold the Chroni- 
cle Says: 

“The news today is decidedly bad,’ adding that if the allies’ 
losses have been heavy ‘we may yet see before long the Garant 
marching upon Paris. 

“Namur is a fortress of gic Strength which its defenders could 
possibly hold several months, e do not imagine that it was taken 
by arush. More, probably a bre sh made elsewhere in the lines of the 
allies imposed on them the alternative of leaving a large force to be 

invsted in Namur or withdrawing from it altogether, 

“The blunt fact remains that in a really first class battle the 
French troops occupying a secluded position of singular strength were 
driven out by the Germans after not more than two days fighting. 
This speaks volumes for the power of the German attack, 

London, Aug. 25.—The correspondent at Antwerp of the Even-

Outlook is Not Favorable. 

“England and Russia must stubbornly resolve that come what 
may to France they will never surrender to Germany, but will stick 
to her as they stuck to Napoleon until they pull her down, As long 
as we hold the sea we cannot ourselves be vitally struck,”’ 

The Time's military expert says that it is to oearly to say that 
the line of the Meuse south of Mezieres must be abandoned, but the 
outlook is not favorable and the development of the situation in the 
next few days will be watched with legitimate anxiety. He continues: 

“There are reports that the townspeople and even the garrison 
of Namur were less well disposed than the men of Liege to offer a 
strnuous resistance and so bring upon their town the punishment 
meted out by Germans to Liege. There undoubtedly is some slight 
feeling among Belgians that they have not been adequately sup- 
ported by the allies and that they have borne the whole brunt of the 
war in the north, but we cannot believe that the Belgians did less than 
their duty, and we expect to hear that they were attacked by over- 
powering numbers, 

“The possession of Namur was vial for Germany and it was a 
fine stroke for the Germans to have rushed the place under the eyes 
of the allied armies. We still hope and believe that our countr of- 
fense in the north is not postponed and not abandoned.’ 

Reviewing the general situation the Times military expert points 
out that the allies in Belgium are getting the full shock of the German 
army. He says that it is essential for Germany that she should deal 
a paralyzing iMow in this quarter in order to gain time to detach 
troops to resist the Russian attack on the Prussian frontier,

ALBERTA GOVERNMENT’S 
ELEVATOR LEGISLATION 
UTILIZED BY FARMERS 


That the farmers 
Alberta believe that 
elevator legislation passed by the pro- 
vincial government is of use to them 
and that they are taking advantage 
of it is evidenced by the fact that last 
year 61 elevators were bullt by the 
farmers under the plun, which provides 
that the government advance to the co- 
operative company $5 per cent. of the 
cost of the elevator, taking as secruity 
a first mortgage on the plant. 

This year, partly, perhaps, because 
of the financial depression, but mostly 
for the reason that the government is 
more strictly supervising the matter, 
the number built so far is only 28. The 
government believes that, in districts 
where mixed farming ts now, or is 
likely to be, the chief branch of agri- 
culture carried on, few, if any, ele- 
vators should be built; also, that ele- 
vators should not be built to oclosely 
together, However, where there is 
need for elevators the government is 
ready and willing to help with their 
erection, according to advices received 
at the department of agriculture,

Alderman Smith said that the situ- 
ation is so serious at this time that he 
did not feel like placing a liability on 
the city relief it cannot meet, but at 
some time would like to pay every 
employee what he ts getting today if 
such a course were possible. He ex- 
pressed the belief that the war situ- 
ation might become so serious that the 
city might have to live within itself. 

The committee finally decided to re- 
commend to the city counell that eal- 
aries be reduced along the lines sug- 
gested by the report of the finance 
commissioner, on the understanding 
that all salaries be restored to normal 
as soon as the financial situation will 
warrant. 

The report to be made to the city 
council Tuesday night will also recoms 
mend that the council reconsider its 
action of last Tuesday night of redne- 
ing the salary of the industrial cum- 
missioner to $100 per month and de- 
priving him of his stenographer and 
include that department in the gen- 
eral schedule of reduction of salaries.
